New items in my reloading room that 
could not have been found there only 
one year ago include: Wilson dies, 
Jones dies, Culver measure, Action 
cleaning tool, Arbor press, Rod guides, 
Torque wrench, Oehler chronograph, 
Ball mike. 

Anyway, point is, | firmly believe that 
you have a large potential audience for 
P.S. and the benchrest technology out 
here among us handgun silhouetters. Ri- 
fle and Handloader occasionally have 
enlightening articles, but, let’s face it, 
the rest of the gun magazines feature 
writers who in most cases could not tell 
sheep %&8§4 from wild honey without 
printed labels.

Dear Dave, 

Your thoughts (about a possible 
“cruiser” class) are about the best I’ve 
heard so far. 

After trying a couple of 35 pound ri- 
fles, | decided that this was not my 
“thing” in life. Your idea of a 18-20 
pound class is a good one, and merits 
serious consideration, especially from 
the economic standpoint, requiring only 
a new barrel for an existing heavy var- 
mint rifle. 

There is another class that | would like 
to see more interest in, the Hunter class, 
which has declined of late. 

The Hunter class was originally 
started to lure new shooters to the 
benchrest game, but the lifting of the 
minimum case capacity rule by IBS, and 
then lessening of many other require- 
ments was a step in the wrong direction. 

The Sporter class was originally 
brought out to further the development 
of a new cartridge — or rather caliber 
(i.e., different than .22 caliber) and it did 
just that. 

| can understand (and sympathize) 
with your views that nothing new is hap- 
pening in bench rest. We are an 
organization of experimenters, but our 
experimentation has slowed down con- 
siderably. 

There is still another way to go with 
this class hassle, and that is to use the 
Hunter class as it is now, 6X scope and 
all, and shoot for group. Or, cut the 
weight limit to eight and a half pounds, 
any scope, any case or caliber. All that 
would be required is a new barrel one 
and a half pounds lighter (than the pre- 
sent light varmint class), and keep the 
fore-end at two and a quarter inches 
width. This could become the new 
“sporter’, or ‘‘bantam’’ class. 

| personally would prefer to go to this 
lighter class, thinking it would be a more 
practical approach. Also, it would con- 
form more closely to Australian rules. 

It would require a bit more expertise to 
control the lighter rifle, and perhaps it 
would improve one’s field marksman- 
ship. 

Another point to consider. The owner 
of such a rifle need not feel the least bit 
handicapped should he — or she — 
decide to shoot it off-hand, or ‘‘awful- 
hand” if you prefer. 

Possibly it would be best to retain the 
magazine and no glue-ins, as in Hunter 
class. In other words, same rules all 
around except scope and weight. 

There are many possibilities and as 
many paths to follow. Who knows where 
they will lead? 
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If we make it interesting enough, 
maybe we can get Dave Brennan to stay 
for the whole match! (NOTE: Dave Bren- 
nan often just fires the 100 yard stage, 
on the theory that his mistakes will be 
twice as bad at 200 yards). 

| do hope that all avenues will be ex- 
plored and considered, and that sensible 
decision will be reached. 

We do indeed have one ten and a half 
pound class too many, and we need eve- 
ryone’s input to arrive at a solution. 

You started the ball rolling, Dave, so 
we might as well keep it going until we 
have an answer.

Bedding Scope Rings 


Geza Nagy 


If you have ever tried to lap scope 
rings you will be amazed at the misalign- 
ment in them. If properly done this is all 
you have to do. For those of us who are 
not gunsmiths you can achieve the same 
results by bedding the rings. This is 
relatively simple and still works. | 
botched up my first job of lapping and 
now turned to this method. 

1. Wrap a strip of masking tape around 
scope at each end of rings. 

2. Disassemble scope rings and bases. 

3. Put release agent on all screws and 
in screw holes with toothpick. 

4. Install scope bases and screw on 
tight. (I prefer a drop of epoxy under 
each base.) The can still be removed 
if necessary. 

5. Install lower rings and screw on 
tight. 

6. Rough up inner surface of rings with 
coarse sandpaper. 

7. Degrease rings and apply release 
agent to screw holes again. 

8. Apply release agent to scope. Tape

all surfaces of rings where the bed- 
ding is not wanted. Trim with razor 
blade. 


. Mix small amount of bedding com- 


pound. (Microbed or Devcon F work 
fine because they are not runny.) 
Put bedding mixture in LOWER 
rings only. Place scope into this and 
press lightly. (Only enough to 
squeeze out excess mixture with the 
scope bottomed in rings.) Secure in 
this position with masking tape over 
top of scope. Wait until surplus bed- 
ding starts to turn rubbery and then 
peel off excess squeezed out from 
rings. DO NOT REMOVE SCOPE. 
Let this harden completely before 
proceeding. It is very important to 
do this in two stages. If you try to do 
this all in one you may squeeze out 
too much of the mixture and not 
achieve the purpose. 

Tape flat surfaces of lower and up- 
per rings. Open holes for screws 
with icepick. Make sure screws will 


start in them. Trim tape with razor 
blade. 

12. Put bedding mixture in top rings and 
install with screws. Tighten only 
enough to squeeze out excess. Wait 
again for mixture to turn rubbery and 
peel off excess. Let this harden in 
this position. 

13. Remove top rings and scope. Peel * 
off tape. Trim off bedding as needed 
(Especially at joint where rings 
come together.) Degrease scope 
and rings. Reassemble and you are 
in business.

My opinion is that you will not be able 
to get adequate jackets for 6.5 Bench 
rest. This is also the opinion of Marlin 
Bassett who did exactly what you are 
planning. He gave it a good try for 3 
years using all types of cases and mak- 
ing his own bullets from Sierra jackets. 
Sorry | do not have his address avail- 
able. It is suggested that you go for the 6 
MM. At this point it is the most popular 
Bench rest caliber in its many forms — 
PPC — BR — 6x47 etc. 

As far as | know no one has tried the 
6.5 in the BR. | think mainly on account 
of the bullet problem. The 7 MM Hornady 
Match bullet is capable of better than 1/2 
minute and the 168 Sierra Match King is 
capable of better than 3/8 minute.

THREE CUSTOM ACTIONS 
HART - HALL - SHILEN 


In the year of 1957, which is now some 
25 years behind us, action variations 
were just beginning to make their hesi- 
tant appearance in the rather new sport 
of bench rest shooting .... the sport 
having had its start at Johnstown, New 
York in 1947, and its first national cham- 
pionship meet in 1954. A reader of Preci- 
sion Shooting would have found a few 
things to at least consider in the Janu- 
ary, 1957 issue. 

Ralph Pride had a letter to the editor in 
which he advised that he had not yet 
received delivery of enough Weber ac- 
tions to fill orders that he had taken at 
Johnstown in 1955, and that he expected 
both Weber actions and Pride barrels to 
be in short supply during 1957. 

Dick Stewart, of Boston, was advertis- 
ing the Precision action, which he de- 
scribed as ‘‘the first new action since the 
Mauser’ (apparently ignoring the 
Weber), and describing it as having 
“double, interrupted thread, locking 
lugs — front and rear lapped perfect 
contact — tool steel — weighs 3 pounds 
— has 1/4” firing pin travel. Action only 
$100 — trigger and guard extra.” 

Finally, Orin Bellows was advertising 
the Bellows reinforcing sleeve, fit to your 
action, at a price of $55. This early 
sleeve was described by its maker as 
“being carefully fitted and filled, and the 
sleeve then sweated on for a solid, com- 
pletely homogenous unit. No welding is 
used. The sleeve takes both scope

mountings, relieving the barrel of the 
weight of the scope. A heavy bottom 
strap adds further rigidity, being secured 
to the sleeve with five Allen guard 
screws. The strap runs the full length of 
the cylinder — 13 inches.” 

At the start of 1982 — twenty five years 
later, there are five custom actions that 
are made in sufficient numbers to justify 
the phrase ‘‘in production,” namely the 
Hart, Shilen, Hall, Stolle, and Wichita. 
Letters were written to each of these, 
asking questions about their product, 
and asking for current pricing and deliv- 
ery schedules, as well as a photo of the 
action suitable for magazine reproduc- 
tion. As this article is written, and sent 
off to meet a publisher’s deadline, we 
have complete replies from Hart, Hall, 
and Shilen, so we will address ourselves 
to those three manufacturers this month. 
We have a thorough reply from George 
Kelbly on the Stolle action, but a photo 
of that action is somewhere in the U.S. 
Mails, so we will next month deal with 
the Stolle, as well as starting a new 
series on the custom barrel makers with 
a very in-depth review of the Sherer 
firm, Manchester Arms and Tool Com- 
pany. 

The first to reply to our inquiry was the 
firm of Robert W. Hart and Son, at 401 
Montgomery Street, in Nescopeck, 
Pennsylvania 18635. Their regular ad in 
Precision Shooting invites one to ‘‘write 
for free catalog,” and the slight effort of 


so doing is well rewarded by an ex- 
cellent catalog and photo layout of the 
four custom actions that they currently 
produce. 

The basic Hart action, which is labeled 
the No. 1 action, has a diameter of 1.400 
inches, a length of approximately 8.125 
inches, and a weight with barrel bracket 
of 2 pounds, 9 ounces. Current price, 
with 40XB trigger, is $395. 

The next Hart action is the No. 2A. 
Catalog described as ‘Action for light 
varmint benchrest or slow fire position 
shooting, single shot, without safety. 
Weight 3 pounds, 2 ounces. Overall 
length 9 1/8 inches. Outside diameter 
1.500. This action has a 1 1/2 inch sleeve 
extension, |.D. bored to 1.250 inch, 
allowing use of 1.200 inch diameter bar- 
rel. It is designed to accommodate inter- 
nal adjusted mounted scope, as well as 
target type. Bolt face available for stand- 
ard and magnum calibers.” Current 
price, with 40XB trigger is $440. 

Next, is the Hart action model 1A. 
Catalog relates, ‘‘Action for heavy var- 
mint benchrest or slow fire position 
shooting. Weighs 3 pounds, 14 ounces. 
Overall length 9 7/8 inches. Outside 
diameter 1.600 inch. This action has a 1 
3/4 inch sleeve extension, |.D. bored to 
1.300 inch, allowing use of 1.250 
diameter barrel. It is designed to accom- 
modate internal adjusted mounted 
scope, as well as target type. Bolt face 
for standard and magnum calibers avail-

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able.’’ Current price, with 40XB trigger, 
is $440. 

Finally, we have ‘‘the big one,” the No. 
4 unrestricted action. The action has a 
diameter of 1.725 inch, a length of 15 1/4 
inch, and a sleeve diameter of approx- 
imately 1.400 inch. Barrel thread is 1.062 
inch diameter, 16 P, length one inch. 
Barrel stub length is stamped on bottom 
of action for head space. Current price is 
$475, for action with a 40XB trigger. 

The full Hart catalog shows options 
possible. A Hart 2 ounce trigger may be 
purchased separately for $75, or at time 
or action order, it may be substituted for 
the standard 40XB trigger at a price of 
$55. Bolts are separately available for 
Hart actions, at a price of $125, except 
for the unlimited No. 4 action, which re- 
quires a bolt handle extension, at a price 
of $24.

lug. 
QUESTION: Any changes or new 


models contemplated in 
the near future? 


REPLY: Yes, we are anticipating a 
new action, but no further 
comment at this time. The 
only thing new is we are 
now fluting the bolt, if they 
have a weight problem and 
want it to run better. 


QUESTION: How long a waiting period 
for an action these days? 


REPLY: The waiting period for an 
action is approximately six 
months. We have made 
changes, however, and 
hope to be current this 


summer. 


QUESTION: No specific question .... 
just would like a few com- 
ments on how to ‘make 
them shoot.” 


REPLY: The only comment | have 
on this line is that | would 
recommend to our 
customers that all actions 
are glued in. However, this 
should be done by a con- 
ventional bedding job and 
then glued in so there is no 
stress achieved in the pro- 
cess. | must make clear that 
gluing does not improve 
the bedding over a good 
standard job. What it does 
is stiffen the stock and 
make it more stable.

Next person to reply was Alan Hall, the 
principal of Hall Manufacturing, 1910 
Sunridge, Carrollton, Texas 75006. 

Alan is exclusively in the manufactur- 
ing of two custom actions for those 
seeking accuracy, the firm sells no other 
products or services. The Hall action is 
known in the sport for its generous use 
of stainless steel, and to the best of the 
writer’s knowledge, he is the only one 
today working with this cantankerous — 
but highly rust resistive — metal, which 
is not exactly the easiest thing in the 
world on cutting tools. 

The Hall varmint action is an even 7.0 
inches in length, and the Hall brochure 
(free for the asking, but a return en- 
velope is appreciated) describes this 
lighter model as follows: ‘‘Perfect for the 
varmint class ‘‘glue-in guns’’ and 
silhouette guns. The action uses a 
Remington-type trigger, in a trigger 
housing, all of which may be removed 
from the bottom with two Allen screws. 
No holes required in the side of the stock 
with glue-in guns. All parts of the action 
are made of 17-4 stainless steel, except 
the bolt body which is made of 4140. The 
action is 1.36 in diameter x 7 inches long 
with 1 x 6 barrel thread. Bolts are avail- 
able for .222, PPC and .308 bolt face. 
Weight 1 pound, 15 ounces.” 

Since Alan Hall himself on the bench 
rest firing line often seems to be imper- 
sonating a machine gun — his ability to 
get off five record shots in the 20-25 sec- 
ond vicinity is well known — it is entirely 
reasonable to expect that his action 
would be designed to aid and abet those 
with similar methods of firing, and a 25 
degree angle to the bolt head, as well as 
cone breeching make the Hall action 
very attractive to those who attempt to

want a “‘light unrestricted gun,” or a 
maximum weight heavy varmint varmint 
when using a light stock.

early days, when his thinking was most 
unfashionable. Ed has pioneered a lot of 
what is accepted as gospel today, but 
darn few remember where the ideas 
came from. 

Today, the Shilen firm offers five 
custom actions, which makes them vir- 
tually a department store, at least in our 
field. The catalog is quoted as follows: 

1) The DGA single shot action is our 
most popular and versatile single shot 
model. With its flat-bottom receiver sur- 
face, the DGA is ideal for bedding in 
both wood and fiberglass stocks. It 
comes with a hunting trigger with side 
safety and full adjustability for creep, 
overtravel and pull weight (2 to 6 
pounds). Optional at extra cost ($47) is 
our competition trigger with no safety 
and pull weight adjustable from 2 to 6 
ounces. Action weight with a steel, one 
piece floorplate is 3 pounds.” The Shilen 
price list of August 1, 1981 gives a base 
price of $419 for the action in the white. 
If desired, there is a $30 charge for blue- 
ing.” 

2) The DGA repeater action is, ob- 
viously, a repeater. As such, most bench 
rest shooters will pass it by. 

3) The DGA magnum repeater is, ob- 
viously, a repeater with an ability to han- 
dle cartridges up to 3.69 inch through its 
magazine. Again, it is likely to have little 
appeal to the competitive bench rest 
shooter. 

4) “The DGA/BP single shot action, 
although developed primarily as a 
specialized benchrest model, is ex- 
cellent for silhouette pistols and rifles. 
With its rounded receiver bottom, it 
should be bedded into a fiberglass 
stock. The BP is designed to trim weight 
by elimination of square receiver edges 
and the absence of a rear action screw 
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and tong. Further weight reduction 
comes from its aluminum floorplate. The 
BP is widely used in the light varmint 
and sporter classes in benchrest com- 
petition. Weight with floorplate is 2 
pounds, 4 ounces. Price is same as the 
DGA above.”

Being an avid benchrest shooter, | 
was soon putting together programs to 
compute muzzle energy, recoil, barrel 
weight, etc. | then began to study how | 
could use it in benchrest matches. 

The TI59 has only a limited memory of 
960 bits. This memory is divided into four 
banks with 240 bits of memory for each 
bank or 30 data registers (8 bits to each 
data register) to each bank. Thus, | 
could use one bank (240 bits) for my pro- 
grams and three banks (90 data 
registers) for storing the match results. 
The TI59 has the added feature of using 
magnetic cards which can be used to 
record each bank holding program 
memory and/or data registers. These 
metallic cards with this data recorded on 
them can later be entered into the 
machine in the same bank or a different 
bank, However, these four banks are 
permanently separated and cannot be 
split or rearranged. 

At this time | did not completely under- 
stand all of the functions of the TI59 and 
wanted a real computer. | purchased a 
TRS 80-1 Radio Shack. | soon dis- 
covered that | needed extensive memory 
with expensive attachments, disk drives 
and printers to make it effective. Also the 
writing of a program would be complex 
and should be done by a professional. 
Even then it could not compare with the 
more expensive ‘‘Ohio Scientific’? com- 
puter used by George Kelbly in the 
Super Shoots and the ‘‘Cromenco” com- 
puter used by Ed Phillips at the NBRSA 
Nationals. The TRS 80 was sold and | 
went back to the TI59. Hewlett-Packard 
programmable calculators can also be 
used but comparable models are more 
expensive. 
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| reassessed my TI59 for our annual 
Crawfish Invitational match held in 
Lafayette, Louisiana. We will soon have 
thirty benches so | could handle three 
relays in Banks 2, 3 and 4, and my pro- 
grams in Bank 1. On the TI59 there are 
labels which when pressed can initiate 
programs or segments of programs. The 
most common labels are A,B, C,D and E. 
| chose A,B and C to represent each 
relay. The first program was designed to 
deposit and add the match results of 
each competitor in his assigned data 
register. As an example | would press A 
to record the results of Relay 1, Match 1 
at 100 yards. The display would indicate 
101, the competitor number. | would 
press the match score, e.g., .187, and 
press the R/S (Run/Stop) button. The 
score of .187 is entered into competitor 
101’s data register and is also printed. 
The display now indicates 102 and the 
match score for this competitor is 
pressed, R/S is pressed again, etc. until 
all scores of the first relay are entered. 
The printed results are then pasted or 
taped next to the competitor’s names. A 
small copy machine can be used for 
multiple copies. B and C are pressed for 
the 2nd and 3rd relays with 201 and 301 
appearing respectively in the display. 
Each score is entered as above. The 
same procedure is followed for Matches 
2, 3, 4 and 5 with each match result 
being added to the ones before. Thus, at 
the end of the 100 yard competition the 
data registers contain the sum or total of 
each competitor’s five matches. These 
results must be divided by five to get the 
100 yard aggregate. In the programs 
after labels A, B and C is a ‘‘Flag Instruc- 
tion’. It is similar to a signal on a 
railroad track. If the flag is not set the 
train proceeds straight ahead as in the 
previous programs. However, if the flag 
is set from the keyboard and when labels 
A, B, and C are pressed it directs it to the 
program which divides the sum of each 
data register; stores the results in the 
same register; and prints them. These 
results are then recorded on metallic 
cards and identified by relay and range 
aggregate. A ‘“‘Sort Program” is then in- 
itiated by pressing label E. This program 
picks the winners. It will be discussed 
later. 

For the 200 yard competition the 


machine is cleared. The 200 yard match 
results are entered identically as were 
the 100 yard match results. The 200 yard 
aggregate program is initiated by not 
only setting Flag 1 but also Flag 2 which 
substitutes 10 for 5 in dividing the total 
of the 200 yard matches. The results are 
again printed; stored and recorded on 
metallic cards. The ‘‘Sort Program”’ 
again picks the winners. 

The computing of the grand aggregate 
is accomplished by entering the data 
registers of each relay of the 100 and 200 
yard aggregates from the prior recorded 
metallic cards. Label D is pressed and 
the program adds each aggregate; 
divides by two; stores the results; and 
prints the grand aggregate in sequence. 
These results are recorded on metallic 
cards and later reentered to sort the.win- 
ners. 

The above three basic programs are 
placed in one bank (240 bits) with the 
“Sort Program” being placed on another 
card (60 bits). These programs are con- 
densed in such a limited space by func- 
tions found not only in the TI59, but also 
in sophisticated computers. | will not at- 
tempt to explain these functions but the 
use of labels, flags, transfers, loops, in- 
direct addressing with increment and 
decrement functions, comparing 
registers, etc. give it impressive pro- 
gramming possibilities. 

To justify its use in benchrest matches 
it must perform two important functions: 
(1) accuracy, and (2) speed. There is no 
doubt that if the data is entered correctly 
then the TI59 will compute the results 
accurately and print them in a minimum 
of time. The ‘‘Sort Program’ is relatively 
slow and will only segregate scores to 
two decimal places. However, by 
manually entering the exact number of 
competitors and the lowest score into 
the program and only picking the lowest 
scores needed for the awards, this can 
be accomplished in a short time. Within 
its limits, it will accurately sort the win- 
ners and most importantly will not over- 
look a lower score. How many times 
have you seen the look of despair and/or 
anger when a competitor must give back 
an award because the stat crew over- 
looked a better score. 

Any club having less than thirty 
benches and not more than three relays, 
thus, can use a TI59 and printer as a 
computer for a very modest price. 

| will be more than happy to help in- 
terested persons with the programs. | am 
constantly changing my programs and | 
am sure that others can further simplify 
and improve them. The TI59 has limited 
memory but unlimited use. Buy one and 
enjoy it.

For Ed Phillips A Computer Is Also Bench Rest Equipment 


Like everyone else at the 1981 NBRSA 
Nationals in Austin, Texas, Ed Phillips got 
up early every morning, ate breakfast, 
went out to the range, checked out his 
equipment and got ready for another 
important day. 

But unlike the other hundred or so 
competitors, Phillips wasn’t running one 
last dry patch through a barrel or ner- 
vously cleaning cases for the third time. 
No, Ed was checking out his computer. 
He didn't drive from his home in Midland 
across Texas to Austin to shoot in the 
1981 NBRSA_ Sporter/Varmint Nation- 
als. He came to handle the statistics, to 
input scores as one match after another 
comes and goes. At the end of each 
match he input the scores of up to a 
hundred shooters, pressed the right 
buttons and the computer printed the 
results, giving the place that each 
shooter finished in that match. While the 
shooters were peering at the wailing wall, 
looking for their results, Ed was busy 
doing the same for the second match, and 
on and on as the day progressed. 

At the end of each day most of the 
shooters pack up and go back to town or 
sit around with a brew and explain why 
they didn’t win. Ed is still bent over his 
computer inputting the last of the day’s 
results and getting ready to print out the 
total results for the day / the moment of 
truth / who's in first place. He also has 
who's in second, third, thirtieth, fiftieth, 
and sadly, 105th place. It’s all there. 
Finally, Ed is finished and he too heads 
to town, dinner and bed. 

The next day and the next day were the 
same and the results kept piling up, the 
individual matches, all 30 of them by the 
time the five days are over. The 100 and 
200 yard aggregates, three each of them, 
the three Grand Aggregates, and finally 
the Three-Gun results. Each of these 
from who finished first to last, and 
everyone in-between. Enclosed in the 
scorer’s building, Ed doesn’t even get to 
see what's going on. When shooters are 
breaking for lunch and a few minutes of 
relaxing, Ed is still bent over the compuer 
in-putting results. Many of the shooters 
don’t even recognize Ed and have no idea 
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Ed Phillips 


of what he’s doing. Not exactly the most 
glamorous thing to be doing for the five 
days of the Nationals. You might say not 
the kind of job most of us would take even 
if they paid us. 

Well, Ed Phillips doesn’t get paid either. 
And he’d much rather be shooting in the 
match. So why does he do it? 

“Il kind of like doing it,’’ Ed says 
modestly. “‘It helps when there’s 
someone at a computer and the results 
can be posted rather quickly. I'd much 
rather be shooting, but someone has to 
do it — | have a computer, | know how 
to run it and | get a lot of pleasure out of 
contributing to the success of the 
match.” 

The first time Ed Phillips tried keeping 
all the statistics at a match was in the 
1978 Sporter/Varmint Nationals in Mid- 
land. And it wasn’t very successful. 
There were a number of power failures 
and each time everything input into the 
computer was lost and he had to start all 
over. On top of that the power failures 
damaged the computer and Ed went back 
to Midland, got another computer and 
had the results brought to him, a match 
at a time, from the range. It wasn’t ex- 
actly a roaring success but Ed learned a 
lot from the experience and the following 
year when the Nationals were in Knox- 
ville, Ed and a new compuer were on the 


way. 

Trucking a computer isn’t like hauling 
an anvil around in the back of a pickup. 
It’s a rather delicate instrument and is set 
on styrofoam blocks and one drives 
rather carefully. According to Ed the trip 
from Midland to Knoxville wasn’t all that 
bad however. All 1,250 miles of it. When 
Ed says 1,250 miles one knows that this 
isn't an approximate figure, like maybe 
1,249 miles. It was 1,250. 

The results in Knoxville were excellent. 
The results poured out each day, more 
complete than competitors had experi- 
enced before at any Nationals. And just 
as important they came quickly, no 
waiting around half the evening to find out 
who was leading. At the end of the 
Sporter and Light Varmint competition, 
Ed had printed out the Two-Gun 
standings so everyone could get an idea 
of who was in the lead and those coming 
up close behind. 

Ed uses his Cromenco micro-comput- 
er with a64k memory with 64,000 bites of 
information. It also has a Dual 8” floppy 
disc drive. The disc, or discs are what are 
used to store all the information input into 
the computer. Ed has, on disc, all of the 
matches he has handled. If he wanted to, 
he could run back all the information. In 
addition to the Knoxville and Austin 
Nationals, Ed also handled the 1980 Gulf 
Coast Regional Championship at Austin. 

Ed Phillips bought the compuer system 
to use in his business as a consulting 
engineer and uses it for bench rest 
matches because he enjoys helping out, 
although as he quickly points out he’d 
rather be shooting. The programs for 
using the computer in matches cost 
$1,000 and have been added to by Ed. 

He got into bench rest shooting in 1947 
and was a charter member of the National 
Bench Rest Shooters Association in 
1949. He dropped out of shooting in 1962 
for 15 years, getting back into compe- 
tition in 1978. 

Ed Phillips’ unselfish work deserves a 
thank you from everyone in the bench 
rest game. It’s more than just getting our 
results faster / it's a competitor giving of 
himself for the rest of us.

One thing is for sure — Federal primers are the choice of the 
80 competitors listed in the Top Twenty for each of the four 
classes in the NBRSA Nationals. Aside from that, the nearest 
thing to an unanimous choice came in the choice of caliber with 
the 6PPC picked by 50 of the 80 shooters. In the Sporter class 
there were 15 6PPC, 12 each in Light Varmint and Heavy 
Varmint and 11 in the Unlimited classes. 

Jef Fowler’s Three-Gun victory marked the fifth straight year 
that this title has been won by a shooter using a 6MM. Fowler 
used a 6PPC both in 1981 and 1980. Ed Watson, the 1979

winner also fired a 6PPC, while Harold Broughton (1977) and 
Ron Hoehn (1978) used a 6X47. The Unlimited title was won 
with a .222 where the 6mm’s held an 11-9 lead over the 22's. 

In barrels, McMillan held a 39 to 28 lead over Hart. The two 
were tied at eight each in the Heavy Varmint, McMillan held a 
12-4 lead in Sporter and 15-5 in Light Varmint, while Hart led 
11-4 in the Unlimited Class. In the four classes there were four 
each of Atkinson and Sherer and three Shilen’s. 

Somewhat of a change has been in the scopes. In the past 
the Lyman’s, principally those converted by Wally Siebert held

the lion’s share of the field. In 1981 it was 35 for Lyman, 28 
for Leupold, nine for Unertal (all in Unlimited) and one each for 
Weaver and Redfield. Leupold’s new 36X scopes proved to be 
highly popular as did Leupold’s 24X’s. 

What all of this proves is sometimes difficult to explain. Using 
the same equipment as Jef Fowler when he won the Three-Gun 
Championship or that of the Grand Aggregate winners isn’t 
going to guarantee the user will also be a champion. It certainly 
is a starting point, however, and it is well worth it to check out 
the winner's equiment, including how much or what kind of 


powder. What the equipment list doesn’t tell you is bullet 
seating depth and the amount of hold a champion uses on his 
stock. 

But it certainly does appear that the 6PPC is the biggest 
winner, by far, among calibers. Even in the Heavy Varmint and 
Unlimited classes where the .222 has been THE caliber, the 
6PPC has been closing in. Part of this be, in the Sporter/Varmint 
classes, that more and more shooters are going the one gun 
route and since the Sporter Class must be a 6mm, that the 
6PPC is the choice.

It worked fine, and still does. | think it is 
easier to use than my Ferguson spinner 
and is just as accurate. It won’t take 
loaded rounds, but could be redesigned 
and made for that use as well.

Wasp, varied with different 
manufacturers. One can drive a case 
into this die and the sharp hardened 
edges would cut the rim to one size. 
Then drive out with the rod. ‘‘Beautiful” 
is about the way to describe this instru- 
ment. 

Now, some of you may wonder what 
the dark thing is in front of the tool. That 
is put there to challenge the know it alls 
who have been able to guess what these 
various gadgets and do dads are — well, 
I'll bet no one figured this out, but to an 
old bird hunter — this is but one thing — 
it is a Woodcock wing!

the round. So when we came out with 
the DGA action, it had a flat bottom. The 
advent of the fiberglass stocks changed 
all that. With the ultra stability of the 
fiberglass, plus not having the ‘‘com- 
pression” problem, the flat bottom is not 
necessary. And, the round action is 
much lighter in weight. We still recom- 
mend the flat bottom for wood stocks, 
even if they are glass bedded. 

“Glue-in is certainly the way to go. If 
done properly, it is the ultimate bedding 
method. 

‘Lam glad to see that IBS and NBRSA 
are finally getting together, or at least 
heading in that direction. | was also glad 
to see that something is finally going to 
be done about the rifle classes. 

“Although | have not shot in competi- 
tion in 5 years, | still follow the shoots in

the magazines and keep in contact with 
the shooters. The class problem is the 
same as it was 10 to 15 years ago. My 
personal opinion back then, and still is 
now, is to have one ten and a half pound 
class with no caliber restriction, the thir- 
teen and a half pound class and a twenty 
pound class, but keep the twenty pound 
class out of the national championship 
aggregate.”
